school and attended City College. 
After hearing of the epic backward 
run of Roy Riegels in the Georgia 
Tech-California football game, he 
decided to go to the University of 
California for his degree. Immedi- 
ately after securing this realiza- 
tion of his ambition, he came to 
Madera to teach journalism and 
English. 

Mr. Sarna has a very construc- 
tive hobby—playing with his small 
daughter, Roberta, in the quiet of 
the evening. He has been married 
since January 2, 1938. One of his 
outstanding features is his grey 


hair. Can you imagine one of your 
childhood friends having that 
much-talked-about greying at the 
temples? Mr. Sarna’s distinguish- 
ing grey locks began thriving when 
he was thirteen. At the age of sev- 
enteen, as a senior in high school, 
he had silver grey hair and a 
moustache.
